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1. We have attempted to identify the water distribution system

at the Golf Course. Due to the numerous groups who have worked

on the system, including Maintenance and Special Services forces,
as well as troops in training projects, the drawings are extremely
outdated. We are requesting assistance from the Public Works
Office to update the layout drawings.

2. When the drawings are updated, we can attempt to isolate the
clubhouse and come up with a plan for watering the course with
nonpotable water. They currently have two 250 GPM booster pumps
to provide pressure for the pop-up sprinklers on the north course

which, when operating, do draw a considerable amount of water.
We really need to pursue this.
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
